Tho Carrirr Pigeons and Their Great 


Work During tho Siege—Tho Ashantees, 
Their Straiifc-o Customs and Religion— 
A Whlto ISluckbird.

PAULS, Nov. 7.—Tho Paris Zoological gar- 


den on ii .sunny (lay is ono of tho most at- 
tractive spots in tho world. But, during the 
late war v. itli Germany, it was nearly ruined. 
KoKR'o, Ihr elephant, and other valuable ani- 
mals wero Kucnlieecl lor food. 
,Tho carrier pigeons that did such noblo 


M'rviwj during the ',ie;;o v.-ero mostly raised 
in this establishment, ami those tliat survived 
the war wuru kept thero and most tenderly 
treated, "iianj ihoil gloriously on tho field 
of honor," suy tlio records uf tho society, 
which preserves a full account c.J their won- 
dvrful foul.-;. 
Koine of them again and again 


dared thu Prussian lines, carrying those 
precious 
microscopic 
dispatches photo- 


graphed upon pellicles oE collodion—so light 
that tho wholo 113,000 received during the 
siogo do not wci^h over ono gramme—a little 
over ili'tuen grams. 


Sitico t!io wnr, however, no efforts have 


been spared to replace the animals that wero 
uicriilccd and to muUu tho pleasure grounds 
pretty and agreeublcj to visitors. As there 
has been a marked tusto in Paris of lato for 
what may bo dtyled ethnographical curiosi- 
ties, tho management each season provides 
homo fresh attraction. 
Natives from tbe 


most outlandish countries under the sun have 
figured ono after another, with their wives 
and families, their domestic animals and be- 
longings, mid acclimatized themselves for a 
few weeks in the verdant iuclosurosot apart 
for them at the upper end o£ tho garden. 
Thus tho curiously inclined have been able to 
BCO iu turn Esquimaux and Lapps, Abyssin- 
ians and Nubians, Caribbean Golibis and 
Omaha red Indians, Pntugonians and Cin- 
galese, Zulua und Gauche*!, and wo are today 
treated to a troupe of Auhanteos from tho 
gold coast of Africa in all the glory of their 
primitive deviltry and nakedness. 


Tho great green house ot those gardens is 


intended to ulford suitable shelter for plants 
which are too tender to endure Uio open air 
during tho colder parts of tho year. Tho 
budding itself, which is to tho left on enter- 
ing, would enchant even tho most indifferent 
observer. It was onco tho property of tho 
Lomk'hcn brothers, celebrated florists at Vil- 
liurs, near Tarn, at which placo it was known 
as Uio raincoat Flowers. The society pur- 
chased it in 1BG1, and every winter since 
then thero lias boon a magnificent and un- 
I'niling display of plants mid Dowel's. Masses 
of strong growing exotics, such ns eamollias, 
sohimirns, hydrangeas, rhododendrons, aza- 
leas, priuii'oses, fuchsias, chrysanthemums, 
ferns, pelargoniums, constantly succeed each 
other during tho year. These arcs merely to 
delight the visitor, the great object of the 
huthousa being to nurso still moro delicate 
plants and experiment with them. At tho 
further end ot this spaeioun greenhouse is a 
beautiful grotto, whoro a tiny brook plays 
hidu und seek among tho ironds of the 
uiaidonhair and other lovely ferns. Tho re- 
markable thing sibotit this great greenhouse 
is tho ever nourishing, over perfect condition 
of its vegetation. Ot course, this effect must 
bo secured 
by 
succurs-ul hothouses, not 


always open to visitors. No tree, no "plant, 
ever appears thero in u sickly condition; but 
thin may bu said also ot tho animals in the 
gardens. 


At tho back of tho grotto is a large cage, 


inclosing scores of diminutive birds. There 
I received my first notion of the natural 
brilliimey of tho piuniiigo of these birds; its 
golden slicon literally dazzled tho oycs. Bo- 
youcl theso dainty littlo creatures is tho tribe 
of 
Innumerable parrots and paroquets, 


whoso jabbering dm drives me out of tho 
beautiful kreenhotisc, 


Thu deep bay of tho hounds or the yelping of 


tho smaller dog ca Mies tho visi tor's car as soon 
as ho lua\ us tho din of tho parrot house; so he 
directs his steps toward tho dog kennels.

damn. . Then there Is the tame ostrich, which 
allows itself also to be harnessed to a srnall 
carriage and to draw a lively, laughing 
group of children in it over the garden. 
Juliette, the female elephant who was 
Borneo's companion and escaped the sb ara- 
bles during the sioge. still waits her beaten 
path with a living load, as in former years, 
followed or preceded hy camels, drome- 
daries, horses, ponies, yaks, goate, lamas, 
etc., yoked to all manner of vehicles. 


The Ashantee troupe consists of thirteen 


men, most of them being warriors, four mar- 
ried women and two girls. The chief, Unique 
Lantoba, 31 years of age, is a very powerful 
looking man. The two girls, Bundiger and 
Nannsi Zooloo, are, respectively, 16 and 17. 
Nannsi is very pretty and passes for a beauty 
at. Coomassio. Bundiger is nicknamed "the 
elephant" by her comrades, not on account of 
her size, for she is tbe smallest of tho troupe, 
but from a peculiar wabble in her gait. They 
are not so dark skinned as the Nubians; some . 
in fact are of a deop hazel color only. The 
warriors' costume consists of skins round the 
loins, and their heads are adorned with 
feathers .and small buffalo horns. 
The 


women are plentifully ornamented with 
shells, which circle round the breast and 
body, and they have a very pretty fashion of 
plaiting their short, woolly hair in parallel 
plaits up to the top of the head. 


The Aahantees, as Englishmen know to 


their cost, are the most numerous, vigorous 
and warlike of all the native African tribes. 
At intervals in the day the whole caravan 
goes through a very curious performance, 
which includes singing, a sword dance, the 
firing of arrows high into the air, a mystic 
ceremony and wrestling. Tho easy and rapid 
way in which the warriors flourish their 
weighty swords implies a strength of muscle 
in the arm altogether unknown to ourselves. 
In the sword dance they gradually wind 
themselves up to a pitch of frenzy quite un- 
comfortable to tho spectator, who nervously 
keeps time with his foot to the strum strum 
of the musical instruments and the wild, 
weird chant of the men and women. 


Mr. Hood, who is in charge of the troupe, 


gave me some interesting facts about them, 


"Before I could get them to come," began 


Mr. Hood, "I had to indemnify Kari Kari— 
whom the English call King Coffee—and en- 
ter into an engagement with the British 
authorities nt Cape Coast castle to bring 
them safely back home again. There ore 
nineteen of them. Nine hail from Coomasie, 
the capital of Ashantee; five are natives o£ 
Kokofan, and five of Liberia. They speak 
the Fantee tongue-. They aro supposed to bo 
originally of tho same race as the Fantees, 
who are established nearer the Gold coast. 
The separation of the Fantees and Ashantees 
is ascribed to a famine, which drove tho 
former south and led them to live on fan, or 
herbs, while the latter subsisted on san, or 
Indian corn; hence then- names. 


"Ashantee proper is covered with almost 


impenetrable forest, tho routes through 
which consist merely of narrow, winding 
tracts, where, though it is possible for a man 
to ride, or a palanquin to be carried, no 
wagon of any description could pass. Many 
of the trees attain splendid proportions, but 
the monotony is oppressive, and is hardly 
ever relieved by the sight of either bird or 
beast. The country round the towns in the 
interior is cultivated with care, the fields be- 
ing kept clean, and yielding in abundance 
grain, yams, vegetables and fruits. 


"Tho Aehantfifls aro very skillful, particu- 


larly in weaving the great African fabric of 
cotton. Their pottery and works in gold also 
ehow skill, though surpassed by those pro- 
duced in the more southern countries. That 
man there" (pointing to Koaku) "is a gold- 
smith, and a first class band at silver plate 
work. 
Not the least remarkable objects 


fashioned hy him are masks of beaten gold 
for tho king's palace at at Coomassie. 


"Tho 
lower orders are held in complete 


thralldom, and liable to be put to death or 
soid iato slavery at the will of the chiefs. 
The king is supreme master, and it is well 
that it is so. as otherwise anarchy would in- 
stantly supervene. The people require an 
iron hand to keep them down; they aro like 
children, nay, worse, like grown up tomboys; 
strong, cruel, vindictive, who are only kept 
quiet from the fear of having their heads cut 
off. 


"Tho dreadful system of human sacrifice 


which exists among them is founded on a 
wild idea of piety toward parents and other 
connections, the chiefs fancying that the 
rank of then- dead relatives in the future 
world will be measured by the number of at- 
tendants sent after them. Thus when tho 
king dies a wholesale slaughter takes place. 
There are two periods, called the Great Ada! 
and Littlo Adai, succeeding each other at in- 
tervah of eighteen one! twenty-four days, at 
which human victims, chiefly prisoners of 
war or condemned criminals, are often im- 
molated to a monstrous extent. Ou the Great 
Adai, which always falls on a Sunday, the 
king visits the burial grounds of tho princes 
and the royal mausoleum at Bantaraa, where 
the skeletons of his predecessors, their bones 
held togethur by links of gold, sit in grim 
mockery of state. 


"Fetichism is their religion. Come this 


way, 
I will show you an idol. There aro two 


huts, you eee, on the ground yonder, built by 
the troupe on their arrival. One is for the 
meu and the other for the women 
At the 


door of tho women's hut, to the left on enter- 
ing, is Abiya, tho twin goddess, who presides 
over marnago and childbirth. It is, as you 
see, a rough hewn wooden idol and nothing 
moro. They seem to see gods everywhere, 
and yet they have no conception of a 
god like wo have. In fact they have no 
word in their language for the Divinity. 
They have a Good Principle, which they neg- 
lect, and a Bad Principle, which they ore 
continually propitiating by sacrifices and 
offerings. They fear tho latter, you see, not 
tho former. I am contemplating a journey 
to the United States next year with a fresh 
troupe, which may prove of greater interest 
to Aincricans. I have been promised a baud 
of seventy sable virgins from tho king of 
Dahomey'sarmy o£ Amazons."
